Counts were made every

It w;:s found that the traffic on 


M:iin st. was more than double the 
traffic on State st., between Qilman 
and Gorha>:n sts., where there were 
3,702 vehicles counted. Wednesday 
was taken as a normal day for traf- 
fic in Madison. Great praise was 
given the scouts who aided the city 
planners on Thursday when the 
work \vas checked over.

To-day, 


the Tuskcgee Institute has grown 
until there are 118 school buildings 
on the campus. 
They house over 


2,400 students and 19S teachers. In- 
cludinf; students who take the short 
courses, night classes, and attend 
the farmers' and workers' conferen- 
ces, there are over -4,000 students. 


'•Over 2,500 acres of land are own- 


ed by the school, and at the present 
time over 1,600 acres are under cul- 
tivation.

emphasized by the school, other oc- 
cupations are given much attention. 
A student may learn any one of the 
42 trades teupht. Girl students are 
urjrcd to take up some of the course 
especially planned for them. 


''The school has a bank, chartered

Summer Salad—Cut the top off a 


tomato and scrape out the 
pulp. 


Mix the pulp with diced cucumber 
and hard cooked egg and replace in 
the tomato shell. Place the tomato 
on a bed of lettuce leaves and sur- 
round with slices of cucumber. Pour 
mayonnaise over all, just 
before 


serving. 


Spanish Steak—Mix a pound of 


hamburg with a few bread crumbs 
and salt- and .pepper. Mold into one 
big ball and fry it until brown on 
both aides. 
Then add raw 
sliced 


tomatoes, a 
few strips of green 


pepper and a little water. Let sim- 
mer for 
about 
twenty 
minutes. 


Serve the steak on a platter, sur- 
rounded by the tomatoes. 


PICKLING HELPS 


In using pickling recipes atten- 


tion must always be paid to. the 
fact that the acidity of 
different 


vinegars 'differ entirely. So, when 
a given amount is called for in a 
recipe, if your vinegar seems to be 
particularly strong it should be di- 
luted, or if weak, more of it be 
needed. 


_ Vegetables 
that 
are 
used 
for 


pickling are usually 
soaked 
over 


nipht in a brine made of ono cup of 
salt to each quart 'of water, to re- 
move the excess moisture from the 
vegetables which otherwise 
would 


dilute tho vinegar. 
Some, however, 


need only to be parboiled in salt 
water. 


When spices are used they are 


either tied in a cheese,cloth hag or 
are placed in one of the little alu- 
minum tea balls. The latter method 
is satisfactory "as the ball may be 
scalded and used repeatedly., and 
also is more sanitary. 


To insure firw pickles they should 


not be cooked at too high a temper- 
ature nor for top long a time. They 
may be stored in stone crocks, be- 
ing sure that they are entirely cov- 
ered with the vinegar to prevent 
molding. 


Only porcelain lined or granite- 


ware, kettles should be used when- 
cooking .pickles. 
Acid will attack 


metal utensils and they should not 
be used. 
A 
granite or 
wooden 


spoon should, be used for stirring. 
A perforated agate 'ladle is a> con- 
venient utensil for lifting pieces- of 
the pickle from the kettle. Finish- 
ed pickles should be packed into 
sterilized jars or crocks. 


One 
government authority di- 


vides pickles into the following 
classes: 


Sweet Pickles—Among the fruits 


especially good for sweet pickles 
are peaches, apple, plums, water- 
melon and cantaloupe rinds, cher- 
ries, grapes, gooseberries', figs and 
sears. 


Mixed Pickles—Made from vari- 
ous combinations of such vegetables 
as beans, cauliflower, onions, small 
:ars of corn (two or three inches in 
nj*). cucumbers • and cabbage.

chopped' vegetables

relishes; chili

MOSCOW — The Soviet govern- 


ment has declined to permit the in- 
ternational Russian relief commis- 
sion recently appointed by the allied 
supreme ccancil, ID investigils c|i- 
ditions in 
Russia preparatory to 


aiding in famine relief. 


This decision was made known 


today through a note forwarded by 
M. Chitcherin, the 
soviet foreign 


minister, to England, Italy, France 
and Belgium. 
The note says the 


Soviet government regards the ap- 
pointment 
of Joseph "Noulens of 


France as chairman "as a monstrous 
sneer at the fate of starving Rus- 
sia." 


The note recalls activities of M. 


Noulens against the soviet govern- 
ment when he was serving as French 
ambassador at Petrograd and dis- 
misses the entiro proposal of the 
supreme council as unthinkable and 
designed to give Russia's enemies 
opportunities of spying into its af- 
fairs. 
It, emphasizes the willing- 


ness of Russia to accept aid for its 
famine stricken population from the 
individual powers on such terms as 
those governing the relief work of 
the American-Relief administration 
and that of the International Re<l 
Cross led by Fridtjof Nansen.

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The Will of People or Courts? 


Judicial Bodies Continue to Sot Aside the Expressed Desire 


of the Voters. 


f\ VER in the governor's reception room in the state capitol 
\J the following are among the words inscribed on the beau- 
tifully decorated walls: 


"The will of the people shall be the law of the land." 
That is a sentiment that is inscribed in many of the public 


buildings of the land. We presume that it will be found in many 
of the buildings at the nation's capitol. 
* * * 


Several days agt> word came from New York that the state 


supreme court had found the New York bonus law unconstitu- 
tional. The law which was nullified by the court had been ap- 
proved by the people in an election by a majority of 800,000. 


Recently there came from South Carolina the announcement 


that a southern court had once more held the national child labor 
law unconstitutional. 
This law provided for a heavy tax on the 


products of child labor entering into interstate commerce. No 
public policy has become more definitely established in this coun- 
try than the policy that children shall not be exploited in fac- 
tories for private profit. Congress has been responding to that 
sentiment and in session after session has passed legislation to 
protect the children of the south. In each instance, the will of 
the people has been set aside by the action of a court. 


Recently the U: S. supreme court overturned the conviction 


of Newberry. With the smear and stigma of corruption, New- 
herry then entered the U. S. senate. Public sentiment in this 
country is overwhelmingly against the corruption of the elector- 
ate by the use of money and it approved the conviction of New- 
berry. 
The supreme court did not say that Newberry had been 


wrongfully convicted. It said that 4he prosecution of congres- 
sional election frauds was not,a federal function and that while 
Newberry might be guilty that the wrons people prosecuted 


him. 


The above instances could be multiplied many fold v,;he.re 


the "will of the people" has been nullified by a group of judges. 


* * * 


If "the will of the people shall be the law of the land" 


whence, then do the courts derive their power to. set aside the 
will of the people? Where is there any constitutional warranty 
for such procedure? 


Several years ago we were walking on the Pennsylvania 


avenue side of the nation's capitol. 


"Some day," said our companion "the,people of this country 


are going to tear down that statue." 


It was tKe statue'of former Chief Justice John Marshall 


through whose influence the U. S. supreme court first arrogated 
to itself the function of setting aside the legislative intent. 


* * * 


It has always been the habit to dismiss the argument ,that 


our courts have usurped an unwarranted function in declaring 
laws unconstitutional by saying that such talk is that of "radi- 
cals" who are willing to overturn a settled national public policy. 


It 19 refreshing therefore to be able to fortify this argu- 


ment with the views of an eminent jurist,—no less a personage 
than the chief justice of the North Carolina supreme court. 
Justice Walter Clark has made an exhaustive study of the sdb- 
ject and after all these years he asks one simple question: . 


"I want some one to tell me where the courts derive their 


power to declare a law unconstitutional." 


We want our readers to read the article on this page. This 


question of permitting a few men, appointed for life, to nullify 
the will of the people is pressing for solution with increased mo- 
mentum each year. 


The people are demanding that "the will of the people shall 


become the l*w of the land" shall become something more than 
a pretty phrase that shall have life only-in the decorator's brush. 


The Judicial Veto Wholly 


Without Authority in 


the Constitution

The three-fold division of consti- 


tutional government is 
into the 


Lcjfi&lative or law-making depart- 
ment usually divided into two bod- 
ies i. e., a Senate, and a House of 
Representatives; the Executive, and 
the Judicial. The only interference 
with the supremacy of the law mak- 
ing department is that in this coun- 
try, but in very few others, the ex- 
ecutive has a qualified veto upon 
the action of the legislature. 
In 


Knjfltmil the veto of the king though 
not formally abolished has not been 
exercised for moro than two cen- 
turies, i. o., not since 1707. Even 
the power of the House of Lords, 
thoir 
senate, has been practically 


abrogated for many years by the act 
which provides that when the House 
of 
Commons has passed an act 


which the House. ofxLprds ha» re- 
jected, but which the House of Com- 
mons has again re-enacted, it be- 
comes law without the "consent • of 
the upper house. 


Ir. this country the president re- 


tains the veto power which was put 
in the constitution one century and 
a third ago, but it is not an abso- 
lute veto, merely a qualified veto 
which can be overruled by a two- 
third* vote in each house and this 
has been very often done. Even a 
qualified veto by the 
executive is 


now obsolete almost everywhere ex- 
cept in the United States. In most 
of our states, though never in all, 
there is a qualified veto which en- 
ables the governor to present the 
enactment of any act unless it is 
again passed, as in Congress, though 
all the state constitutions do not re- 
quire a' two-thirds -majority for,that 
purpose. 


The above statement contains all 


the authority that exists anywhere 
by any constitutional authority 'to 
prohibit, or interfere with, the en- 
actment of any statute by the law- 
making body of any country. 
In 


1803 Chief Justice John Marshall 
secured by his personal influence a 
decision by the Supreme Court of 
the United States that that court 
ijould set aside, and hold invalid any 
net of Congress which a majority 
of that court should, nt any time, 
hold to be in conflict with the con- 
stitution of the United States. Such 
doctrine had never, been advanced 
by any-court, in any country, save 
once only in England and then the 
Parliament 
had- promptly hanged 


Chief Justice Tressilian and exiled 
the balance of the court for life*, to 
France. 
The""6ffense was never re- 


pe-ted. -It has never .been followed 
by the courts in any other country, 
though all of them now have writ- 
ten constitutions except 
England.
